As all Appearances Mdus foon expeli a Warvaith

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PREFACE. 

Tbefe Accounts are faithfully tranflated from the 
Originals delivered in, the former to the Office of 
U^ar, the latter to the Board of the Treafury of 
France, and may ferve for a Rule whereby to form 
cjuft Judgment of the Condition, Force ^ andAbi^ 
liiy of that Kingdom. The Tranflatorpropofes only 
to inform the Reader in thefe Points, and leaves it 
to him to make his own ReflcSlions and Obferva- 
aions thereon. He thinks it however not improper 
to take Notice, that the Taxes in France are raifed 
tU different Rates, from 5 s. to 1 2 s, in the Pound*, 
and on that, as well as other Accounts, there // 
raifed upon the People at leaft twice as much of 
comes into the King*s Coffers. Here Taxes are 
,taifed at a cheaper Kate, as indeed they an in aif 
pmited Govemn^nts, which in this JRefpeQ have a 
vafi Advantage over abfolute Monarchies, where 
* infinite Humbers of fuperfluous Officers and Excife- 
men are ever employed. But whatever is to be 
fold as to the Charge of colleSing, France lies un- 
der no Difadvantage in the Adminijlration of her 
[Revenue. There is not a Penny of it funk among 
thofe that have the pireHion of the Treafury, or 
,tmbez%eled or mifapplied in any Manner. The 
•King, is at no idle Expences, and he buys every 
Thing for the publick Service cheaper than any Man 
j^'his Realm can for his private Occqfions \ and 
jhcre is not a Country upon Earth, where the pub^ 
lick Money is iffued out or disburfed with greater 
.tare. Judgment, Frugality, and Oeconomy.

THIS Account -takes in all the un^^ 
married Youths from lo to i6 Years 
of Age, and all Bachelors able to bear 
Arms between the Ages of i6 and 
40, that were entered upon the Rolls 
of the Cbmrniflaries appointed for this Purpofe^ 
in all the Towns, Vill^es, arid Pariflies of the 
Kingdom, in the firfl three Months of the Year 
1743, pur&ant to the King's Order of OSlober 
30, 1742, and his Majefty's circular Letters (ent 
to the Intendants of the feveral Provinces on 
November the 6th following. 

It muft be obfcrved, that tho* the Kina*s Or- 
ders were executed with great ExaftneS, and 
perhaps with too much Rigour, in order to take 
a juft Account of the Number of the Bachelors 
able to bear Arms in all the Towtis of the King!>i. 
dom that were formerly eicempt from fumifhing 
Men to the Militia, and in the Country Pariflies, 
within the refoe£tive Ages above-mentioned, 
that were enrofled in the firft three Months of 
1743*, yet the CommiOaries employed in this

fuppUed by the; King with Ammumdon Bread* 
wneoeyer they march out of their Captainrys for 
his Service, and enjoy an Exemption from the 
£xcile, as their Officers, who are Gentlemen of 
the Country, do a fmall Allowance of Pay ; and 
the Provinces where thofe Places are fituated, 
furnifli them with Forage for the Horfe and 
Dragoons, an uniform Cloathing for the Officers, 
and Head-pieces for the Companies of this Mi- 
litia. 

In order to this Enrolnient; they obliged, in 
jgreat Towns, all Fathers of Families, Mafter- 
workmen, trading Companies, Burgefles, ^c. to 
bring tbeir Male Children, Apprentices, and 
Servants, to 1^ CommifTaries appointed for that 
l^irpofe: But in little Towns and Vill^^s, to 
4Void alarming Families too generally, they took 
out of the Regifters of Chriftenings, the Names 
and Sirnames of fuch as were between lo and i5 
Years old, in order to prevent the Trouble of 
another Enrohnenf, in cafe the King fhould be 
hereafter forced to raife the Militia ; and with 
regaird to thofe between 1 6 and 40 Years of Ase, 
i\at were capable of bearing Arms, they caufed 
the Provofl:, BaiiiflF, Mayor, Senefchal, or other 
Officer appointed to keep the Re^er or Rolls of 
the Baclrclors that were then in being there, to 
ti4ce notice of, and to mark exaftly, fiom time to 
Cine, fuch of them as fhould either marrv, or 
lift m die Troops, or quit the Parifh, with the 
Realbns of fuch Quitting, or fhould die : in a 
word, whatever Fate ftiould attend any Bachelor 
M:Atdi to the Militia.
